The Tax-Rate 


The estimated expenditures are being 
toted up and preparations made to strike 
the city tax-rate for the year. The sooner 
this is done the better, alike for the tax- 
payers and for the civic finances. The ear- 
lier the taxpayers know how much they 
must pay, the more will be able to meet 
their instalments as these fall due, and the 
less arrears will stand on the books when 
the year ends. 

There is reason to expect that the rate 
will be lower than that of last year. The 
bank overdraft which accumulated during 
the depression has been wiped out. A drain 
of more than $400,000 per year on the 
treasury has thus ceased, and the taxpay- 
ers are entitled to suppose that a substan- 
tial part of the saving will be passed along 
to them through a reduced rate. Property 
in Edmonton is too heavily taxed, and the 
systematic lowering of the rate should be 
resumed. 


‘ 
Action Needed Now 


The annual report on old age pensions, 
tabled in the Legislature by the Hon. Sol 
Low, reveals that the total sum of $2.4: 
202 was paid out in Alberta, during 1942, 
to old age and blind pensioners. This ap- 
pears, on the face of it, to be a consider- 
able sum. But the average monthly pay- 
ment to old age pensioners was only 
$18.66, and to the blind $19.96. 

If this monthly allowance of $18.66 to 
old age pensioners was issued as a supple- 
ment to some substantial basic income it 
would be all right. But it was the average 
of the total incomes which old age pen- 
sioners were entitled to receive under the 
present law. The maximum pension 1 
berta under the federal scheme is $20 per 
month, to which the province now adds $5 
on its own account. If the pensioner earns 
extra money, this is deducted from his pen- 
sion. 

So far as the Dominion is concerned, 
the pensioner is supposed to live on $20 
month. The proposition would be rid 
ous if it were not crue] and unreasonable. 
And the conditions on which the pension is 
obtainable are also unr able and cruel.

Or perhaps you are one of the lucky ones who just managed to scrape 
through? 

In either case, you will want to be prepared for next winter when greater 
hardships loom unless you take immediate action. 

The shortage already has affected many communities . « . total stocks of 
dry wood are nearly exhausted in some places the small supply of green 
wood cut for next winter is being used now to meet the present emergency. 

Chroughout most of Canada, fuel-wood is obtained not far trom where itis 
consumed. Its production and distribution are the business of local citizens 


The Dominion Government recognizes that the wood-fuel shortage is 
so serious that even with the full co-operation of everyone in affected com- 
munities an adequate supply is not assured, Accordingly, it has been decided 
to stimulate the output of wood-fuel by assisting these normally engaged 
in its production and distribution. To this end, the following measures 


will be adopted: 


1 A subsidy of $1.00 per cord will be paid to dealers on all 
commercial fuel-wood contracted for and cut on or betore 


June 30, 1944, and held to dealers’ account on that date. 


The Coal Controller bas been authorized to arrange in his 
discretion for the payment of such portion of the transportation 
costs as he considers proper in respect of fuel-wood, particul- 
arly in cases where dealers, to procure supplies, find it necessary 
to contract for fuel-wood at locations outside the area trom 
which they normally derive their supplies. In order to obtain 
any such reimbursement, dealers must obtain a permit trom 
the Coal Controller before contracting tor such supplies. 


Che Coal Controller will repurchase from dealers at dealer's 
cost all commercial grades of tuel-wood on which a subsidy 
of $1 per cord has been paid and which are sull in dealers’ 


hands as at May 41, 1944, 


Assistance will be given in providing priorities for necessary 
equipment 


farmers vow oo the farm, and who leave the farm temporarily 
in response to this appeal to engage in fuel-wood cutting, will 
be deemed by National Selective Service to be carrying out 
their regular occupation as farmers and will be given all the 
rights of deferment of military service which such an occupa 
tion now carries. Such temporary absence should oot, however, 
interfere with agricultural production, 


Municipal councils, farmers, fuel dealers, individual citizens, service clubs, 
ond all other groups in communities where wood-fuel is burned, are urged 
to begin at once a rapid survey of their local situation, and to take imme- 
diate action to relieve the shortage.
